Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 1 , the Prior Art does not teach torque-ripple compensation decision means 
which uses rotational position information on the electric motor and the decided target 
current value to thereby decide a compensation value for current high-order-component 
for canceling torque ripple caused by predetermined high-order components of the 
current flowing through the motor; correction means for correcting the decided target 
current value by using the compensation value supplied from the torque-ripple 
compensation decision means; and feedback control means for providing feedback 
control of the electric motor based on the target current value corrected by the 
correction means. Claims 1-5 are allowable.
